Under the proposal, the 
company plans to divide all 
488 cities it serves into ten 
rate groups according to the 
local calling area in each 
city. Under the rate proposal 
by the company the rate 
charged for a one party 
telephone would go from $7.25 
per month in group one to 
$11.50 per month in group IO. 
Hamlin would be in group 
two and the party rate would 
be increased from the present 
$6.50 per month to $7.40. The 
one party business phone rate 
would increase from $14.50 to 
$17.80 
and 
two 
party 
residence would go from $5.15 


to $5.35 per month. Residence 
extensions would increase 
from $1.00 each to $1.50 and 
business extensions would 
increase from $1.50 to $2.25. 
The action was taken on the 
first day the commission had 
regulatory authority over 
telephone rates in Texas. 
Until now the company has 
had to seek rate increases 
from the individual cities. 
The request the company 
made to the commission also 
contained 
these 
major 
points: 
—An increase in local 
monthly rates for business 
and residential customers in 
488 cities served by the 
company. 
—An increase in long 
distance rates for calls within 
the state. 
—An increase in coin 
telephone rates to 20 cents 
across the state. 
—An increase in one-time 
service connection, moves 
and change charges 


—A 
uniform

thoughout the state for calls 
to directory assistance. This 
would be a 20 cent charge on 
each request for directory 
assistance after the first 
three each month. 
Under the requested rate 
increase 
the 
maximum 
charge for installing one 
residential telephone would 
be $37, while the maximum 
charge for a single business 
telephone installation would 
be $57. 
Under the provisions of the 
law which established the 
Public Utility Commission, 
the new schedule of rates 
could go into effect Oct. 7 
unless suspended by the 
regulatory commission. Such 
suspension is expected. The 
commission, in that case, will 
schedule a hearing to con­ 
sider the company’s request. 
A number of larger cities, 
including Abilene, have in­ 
dicated that they will protest 
the proposed rate increase.

SNYDER— Instruction in skin ami scuba diving will bt offtrad in a 
naw community Services course being planned at Western Texas 
College. 
A maximum of 20 students will be accepted in the class and a 
minimum of IO will be required to form the class. 
Instructors will be Carlton Barber, a WTC faculty member, and 
Jerry Bell from Dallas who is certified and insured by the 
Professional Association of Diving Instructors (RADI). Students 
who satisfy the course requirements will be certified as divers by the 
PADI. 
Thirty-two hours of instruction are planned, including classroom 
sessions, a pool diving and proficiency and safety checkout, and an 
open-water lake checkout. Students must be in good health and 
demonstrate ability to swim during the first pool session.

Repealing Sections 49-ci 
and 49-d -1 of Article III 
of the Texas Constitution, 
S.J.R. 49 amends Section 
49-c of Article III of the 
Texas Constitution to pro­ 
vide for and authorize an 
additional $400 million in 
Texas water development
